Albert, he consulted with Albert and 
later discussed the incident with Sam­ 
uel Untermeyer. 
Letters were introduced to show 
that the Hans Lebeau Relief Bureau 
was organized in New York to aid

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HOW AMERICAN BOYS DIED 


While America mourns her dead in the great war, there is still a 


measure of comfort and a great deal of pride in k nowing they died well. 


The Kansas City Star tells the case of Cloy d Champion of Weston, *Mo., 


Lieutenant of Scouts of the 140th Infantry , and two unnamed others, which 


Is as noble a tale as romance can furnish. 
This is the story , as written by 


the Star’s war correspondent on the ground: 


“ It was the close of the second day 's fighting in the offensive the 


Americans were putting on northwest of Verdun. 


“ The scouts find out what is in front of the lines, how strongly they 


are held and by what units, how good the enemy wire is, and much other 


information. 
‘Champ’ (Lieut. Champion), leader of the scout platoon in 


the 3rd Battaliou. and one of Capt. Ralph Trum an's best men in the regi­ 


mental intelligence service, started out on his usual investigations. 


“Two hours later the rat-a-tat-tat of a machine gun in close proximity 


startled the men in the front line. 
The fire swept over their heads. 
At 


very short intervals an automatic pistol crack ed. 
Then q uiet again. 


“ At day light the men began stirring around .eager to learn about the 


machine gun that had been firing over their heads all niglit, and about the 


answering crack s. 
Oue man raised himself above his hole and called out. 


An answer came back from a shell hole about fifteen y ards in front. 


“ ‘It’s me, Champion,’ came the answer faintly . 
‘I’m shot full of holes 


an dcan’t move, and this machine gun has me covered.’ 


“ Word went to headq uarters that Lieutenant Champion was in a shell 


hole In front of the lines, wounded. 
A few minutes later several scouts a r­ 


rived. 
The general direction was pointed out to them, and one began to 


crawl toward the lieutenant. 
The machine gun, which was so well con­ 


cealed the men had not been able to see it, opened up, and the scout moved 


no more. 
A few minutes later a second scout went out. 
He believed he 


could rush through and drop in the shell hole before the machine gunner 


could hit him. 
But he, too, failed. 


“ Two faithful scouts had died try ing to rescue the wounded lieutenant. 


“ A council was being held in the little shallow place where the men 


were concealed. 
They heard someone call to them. 
One of the boy s man- 


euvred so that he could see across the terrain ahead of them. 
There was the 


lieutenant raised slightly out of the shell hole. 


“ ‘For God’s sak e don’t any one else come out,’ he called. 
‘I ’m dy ing 


now, and there isn’t any use In try ing to rescue me.’ 


“ Before they could answer, Lieutenant Champion raised his automatic 


revolver to his forehead and pulled the trigger.”

Such a nose would he simply in­ 
valuable to 
entomologists, 
en­ 
gaged 
in 
investigating 
insect 
scents, work in which a k een, 
discriminating nose is absolute­ 
ly essential. 
The experimenter 
first lightly breathes on the but­ 
terfly or other insect, or else 
strok es it with a camel-hair pen­ 
cil. 
Then he holds it with open 
wings close to Ins nostrils, and 
inhales gently, but is careful not 
to sniff. 
A bewildering number 
of scents has thus been de­ 
tected. 
Naturally the power of smell 
varies much in different people, 
and would appear to be particu­ 
larly developed in the Chinese, 
to whom Europeaus are said to 
smell lik e sheep- 
Efforts are 
beginning to be made to train 
tbe sense of smell in little chil­ 
dren by mak ing them guess the 
names of flowers, etc., from the 
scent alone, and it will be inter­ 
esting to see how far it is pos­ 
sible to educate this faculty , 
which through neg1et*t we have 
permitted to deteriorate.

Here is hnw Newell Dwight 111111». 
in Ins book entitled “German Atroci­ 
ties,” ’tells ol' the crime for which 
Prince Eitel, son 
o f tin1 k aiser, now’ 
stands under indictment in France, the 
sack ing and ruin of u beautiful cha­ 
teau : 
“One of the historic chateaux is that 
o f Avricourt, rich In noble associa­ 
tions of history . 
It was one of the 
class of buildings covered by a clause 
In the international agreements be­ 
tween Germany , France and the Unit­ 
ed States and all the civilized nations, 
safeguarding historic buildings. 
For 
many months it was the home of 
Triuee Eitel, second son of the k aiser. 
When a judge and jury held inq uiry 
ai the ruins of the chateau the, aged 
French servant, who understood the 
electric lighting and had charge of the 
gas plant during Fit el's occupancy 
stated that he heard the German otfi- 
cers telling Eitel Frederick that he 
would disgrace the German name if he 
destroy ed a bulldlngithat hud no re­ 
lation to war, that could be of no aid 
or comfort to the French array , and 
that he would mak e his name and that 
of his family a name of shame and con­ 
tempt, of obloq uy and scorn. But the 
man would not yield. 
He brought in 
his auto truck s and carried to the 
freight cars every historic object in the 
splendid 
chateau. 
Having 
pledged 
himself to leave the building unin 
jured, tjie prince stopped his car at the 
gates of the exit, ran hack to the his­ 
toric 
house, 
lighted 
his 
firebrand, 
spread the flames upon the halls, wait­ 
ed until the flames were well in prog­ 
ress. and then ordered his men to light 
the fuse of dy namite bombs. A few day s 
later inq uiry was held and testimony of 
aged servants and little children was 
tak en. The degeneracy of the German 
prince as then revealed has not been 
eq ualed Since the first chapter of Ro­ 
mans catalogued the unnatural crimes 
of the men of the ancient world.”

LOSE DUKHQBORS 


Peculiar Sect in Canada Going 
Back to Russia. 


Their Departure a Few Years Ago 
Wo uld Hav e Been Hailed With 
Delight, but Sentiment Haa 
Undergo ne a Change. 


The announcement that Peter Veri­ 
gin, the leader of the 10,000 to 11,000 
Russian Duk hobors, or Duk hobortsy , j 
has declared his intention of returning 
(o Russia with his followers has caused 
v mild sensation in Canada. Fifteen 
y ears ago a similar announcement 
would have been received by the peo­ 
ple of western Canada with expres­ 
sions of devout gratitude. 
Tho il­ 
literate peasant “spirit-wrestlers,” os 
their name implies, were dislik ed as 
religious 
fanatics, who 
herded to­ 
gether 
in 
community 
houses, 
and / 
though 
peaceable 
and 
Industrious 
peasants, refused to conform to Cana­ 
dian laws and regulations or to ac­ 
cept nationality . But now every where 
in western Canada they tire recognized 
as remark able colonists, even if bad 
citizens, while Peter Verigin is ac­ 
k nowledged to be a genuine leader of 
men. 
The Duk hobor has never been a wan­ 
derer of his own free will. He has 
moved from place to place in Europe 
as the result of consistent persecution. 
Church and state wont for him “ham­ 
mer and tongs,” the one telling him 
tlmt all religious sects must be brought 
Into conformity with established Greek 
Catholicism, the other that he must 
become a soldier under the conscrip­ 
tion act of 18 8 7. 
At first he complied 
with the military law« and went off to 
battle, but with tho distinct under­ 
standing between him and the elders 
that if he were compelled to discharge 
his rifle he would fire it In the air. 
For he has alway s been a consistent 
nonresistant, and so consistent an op­ 
ponent of w ar of all k inds that, in exile 
ir the Caucasus, the community threw 
away the weapons that had been con­ 
sidered necessary to protect its mem­ 
bers from wild animals. 
In the first y ear of their settlement 
In Canada, the men scattered in order 
to earn wages on farms, on railway s, 
and sawmills. Meanwhile, the women 
built the future residences and, lack ­ 
ing horses, plowed the land by har­ 
nessing themselves, 12 pairs of wom­ 
en to a plow with one plowman to 
drive them! 
Brilliant, in British Columbia, is one 
of the great Duk hobor centers and the 
socialist’s Utopia. Here tbe commu­ 
nity is wholly self-contained and has 
realized something of that eq uality of 
its component citizens for which there 
is so much striving in tho world to­ 
day . In contrast to the modern city, 
there are no anxieties concerning the 
source of the next day ’s pettis. There 
are evidently • no divisions between 
“mine” and “thine” no jealousies or en­ 
vies over the possessions of another, for 
no man is richer than his fellow. 
No 
money is in circulation. 
One member 
of the executive docs 
selling and buy ing, 
received 
are 
turned 
treasury . 
Money, 
in 
purchasing value within the commu­ 
nity . 
All the necessaries of life are 
doled out without it by the various 
departments In charge. 
Every body 
has the wherewithal, which is not of 
silver and gold, and there Is no theft, 
any more than there is visible machin­ 
ery 
of 
government. 
The 
govern­ 
ment is the people. 
Once a week they 
crowd into the lnrge assembly hall and 
discuss the affairs of the commu­ 
nity , and the managers of the sev­ 
eral departments are given their in­ 
structions according to popular sen­ 
timent. 
The Duk hobors possess the 
sy stem of initiative, referendum and 
recall 
in 
an 
admirably 
simplified 
form; 
their 
officials 
and 
tempo­ 
ral 
representatives 
hold 
office 
us 
long as they do their work well. 
What is the explanation of these 
peculiar people who live so simply 
on 
a farm 
or ranch 
which 
may 
stretch for miles along the road and 
stately 
Columbia 
river? 
Aud 
can 
Canada afford to lose the “sisters’* 
snd “brothers” of a community who 
have builded better than they k new» , 
who have created a uniq ue state in 
the 
midst of the wild?—Christian 
Science Monitor.

miral Nelson, an old public house. 
William Dick ens came to this country j 
about ten y ears ago, accompanied by 
his wife, Emily Steanes, and his youilg- 
est daughter. Mr. Dick ens was seven­ 
ty-five y ears of age, and possessed a 
most interesting character, resembling 
in some way s his great cousin.

PURF0SE OF THINNING TREES 


Plan 
Outlined 
fo r Keeping 
Fo rest 
Plantatio n In Thriv ing Co nditio n — 
— Pro per Pruning. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment nf Agriculture.) 
The purpose of thinning trees in a 
forest plantation is to encourage the 
growth of the more desirable individ­ 
uals. Whore the growth is crowded or 
unhealthy , it should he remedied by 
thinning. 
The principle Is the same 
as in other crops which are thinned to 
promote the best development of a por­ 
tion rather khan a poor growth of the 
entire crop. 
When trees are y oung, 
they are very sensitive to the condi­ 
tions around them, and If they are 
crowded, the tendency is toward a 
stimulation of growth and an improve­ 
ment in quality in the thriftier Individ­ 
ual and a failure In the poorer class. 
This process, which is entirely natural, 
disposes of a great many of the weak­ 
er trees, but If continued too long 
may stunt some of the best trees. It Is 
at this stage that thinning becomes a 
necessity and the weak and deformed 
individuals are removed. 
Need of thinning Is indicated when 
there are many dead or dy ing trees in 
the stand, or when the trees are very 
slender in proportion to their height. 
A stand In need of thinning often has 
the crowns of nil the trees densely m at­ 
ted 
or so 
closely 
interlocked 
that 
growth apparently has ceased.

And of all the thousands of Am eri­ 
cans I never saw one that I knew, 
now can you beat th at?

most of the men on leave there have 
been in France for nearl ya year, very 
few* weren’t wearing at least one ser- 
vioe stripe and a few had them on 
both arms and their Croix de Guerre 
as a tribute for it. 
But I ’m not very 
anxious to get any on my right arm. 
To o k in a dancing party given li­ 
the Y, M. C. A. at the Casino in Din 
ard. 
It, by the way, is one of tin 
finest buildings I 
ever 
saw, 
be in: 
more of an American design and hav­ 
ing a “ regular” name, 
“ The 
High 
Life Casino.” 


W e left St. Malo Su n d ay evening 
an d arriv ed in Rennes at abnu( 9 p 
m. 
It was there that we took an ex­ 
press to th e “ Flow er 
of 
France,” 
Paris, an d arrived there at 5 a. m. 


W e spent 16 hours in the beauti­ 
ful city sight-seeing and taking in all 
the places we could think of, includ­ 
ing the Kiffel Tower, Place de Opera, 
and so many places it would take me 
hours to toll about them. 


W e saw many war trophies in the 
Place 
de 
Concord— cannons, 
air 
planes, etc., and found the city en­ 
tirely too large to see it all in a few 
short hours w*e had. 


Palm er and I were together most 
of the time and I wish tha you might 
lo o k up his people; they would be 
v ery glad to have you do so, I know. 
V ell, anyway, we had to leave the 
place about 9 a. m. and we traveled 
all night and part or the next day, 
arriving in Bordeaux about 10:00 a. 
m. and home about 7 p. m. 


I'll say that France is a very beau­ 
tifu l co u n try 
and the p eo p le are mo st 
h o sp itab le and friendly. 
Many 
of 
th em speak better English than so me 
o f u s fellows do*, so w e g o t along very 
well and in cases w h ere French was 
necessary, between 
our

I sure was tired for a couple of 
days

getting 
gradually 
caught up in sleep. 
B u t it w-on’t be 
very long until w e'll all be back and 
then I can tell you all about it. 
I think I ’ve seen my share of the 
world for a while and about written a 
cramp rn my arm, so w ill cease firing 
’til later.

How Waste of Light Is Prevented. 
One of the considerable sources of 
fuel waste is the unnecessary burning 
of electric lights. 
A large percentage 
of lights are used chiefly for limited 
periods, as for instance in cloak rooms. 
They are turned on and then heed­ 
lessly left burning. 
Thus we are con­ 
stantly recommended to shut off need­ 
less lights as a matter of national sav­ 
ing. 
An invention designed 
to 
remedy 
this condition Is the work of J. E. 
Lewis of New York. 
By pushing a 
button the light is turned on and glows 
for a predetermined period—say, five 
or ten minutes—and then Is automatic­ 
ally cut off. 
The device has been 
tested nnd found practical nnd seems 
useful in the way of checking electric 
light waste.
